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When the Mayor called the meet- 
ing of the City Council to order last 
Tuesday evening in the new council 
chamber in the building on the High- 
way next to the Bank all of the mem- 
bers of the council answered to their 
names 

The council chamber was packed to 
the doors by those who wished to 
know what was going on first hand 
and there was much speculation as 
to what would be done by the city 
fathers on this occasion. 

Minutes of the previous meeting 
were read by the clerk nd adopted on 
motion of Harcom seconded by Ellis. 

Owing to the fact that the city 
attorney had not arrived on the scene 
of action Councilman Brown made a 
motion to the effect that all new busi- 
ness be laid over until the next meet- 
ing, which he placed at two weeks 
hence on account of the Christmas 
holidays. 

Councilman Harcom suggested that 
the applications from various persons 
for the appointive offices to be flled 
by the council be read at this time 
so as to give the members of the 
board. a chance to invesigate them so 
as to be able to act intelligently when 
it came time to make the appoint 
ments and moved the same but his 
motion failed a second. 

After some few minutes delay. the 
attorney arirved and asked to be ex- 
cused for being late as he had run 
out of “gas”. and the council at once 
proceeded with the business of the 
evening. 

The Mayor asked the attorney if 
the meeting could be adjourned to the 
10 of January and was advised that 
this could be done if it was so desired 

The City Attorney advised against 
the adjournment of the meeting as 1 
would interfere with the passage of 
some very ordinances 
which should go into effect by the 
first of January in order to start pro- 
ducing revenue to run the city on. 

An Ordinance to be known as ordi 
nance No. 1, providing a time and a 
place for the meetings of the City 
Council was then taken up and read 
for the first time. 

Ordinance No, 2 was next read 
providing for a seal for the citiy of 
Menlo Park was next read for the 
first time. 

A desire was expressed to have an 
engraving of the old Menlo Park 
Gate or an Oak Tree in the center of 
the seal but when the Council was in- 
formed that this would make the seal 
cost some ten of fifteen dollars more 
on acocunt of the hand engraving 
necessary it. das decided not to have 
it done but to use the plain seal. 

An ordinance providing for the 
compensation of the various officers 
and fixing their bonds was next read. 

Councilman Harcom made a motion 
seconded by Ellis that the salary of 
the City Clerk be fixed at $50 per 
month and that the salary of City 
Treasurer J. W. Ryan be made $1 
per month and the motion carried 
and these amounts were entered in 
the ordinance. 

It was explained that no expected a 
large salary from the citiy ojces <e 
this time and that Mr. Ryan only ex- 
pected a salary of $1 per year.

The bond for the clerk was fixe: 
at $1000 and that of the treasurer @ 
$5000 and the Council on motion ord 
ered the bonds written by E. M 
Rankin, who is a local man and May 
or Blake stated he was in favor of 
home industry.

High Schoo! District 
Meeting Interesting 


Last Friday night’s meeting of the 
Siequoia high school board was at 
tended by some seventy-five people 
among whom were a number of resi- 
dents from the citiy of Menlo Park. 

Jn opening the meeting the chairman 
stated that here had not been time to 
have all present whom it had been in- 
tended to invite. 

The object of the meeting was to 
secure the opinion of those in the dis- 
tricts adjacent to Palo Alto in regard 
to he formaion of a new Junior Col- 
legea or near this city. 

A number of the Santa Clara county 
districts were not ready at this time 
to join in the movement. 

It was shown that Palo Alto High 
school district had an assessed valua- 
tion of $11,000,000 and that the val- 
uation of Sequoia’s district was $14,- 
000,000. 

Among the speakers were J. Pem- 
broke, J. J. Harcom and Frank R. 
Cain from Menlo Park and one and 
all of the meontended that Menlo 
Prak was the place for the new school 
to be located. 

Cain pointed to the fact that if a 
Junior ‘College was formed out of the 
Palo Alto High school district with a 
tax of 50 cent on the $100, there 
would be but $55,000 to run the school 
on and that this -was not nearly 
enough to run the school on and that 
if the taxes were raise dhigh enough 
to provide sufficient funds the electors 
of the district would vote them mat- 
ter down. Ile explained that under 
the law it was possible to annext an- 
other district before the new district 
was ofrmed but if the district was 
formed to only include Palo Alto it 
would be very difficult to annex more 
territory it would first be necessary to 
submit the petition to the county su- 
perintendent of schools, and if approv 
ed then it must be presented to the 
Board of Supervisors for their approv-

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California Trade—California depart- 
ment stores report a 5.6% increase 
in volume of November business over 
November a year ago, compared with 
an average of 1% for the United 
States as a whole; and a 8.8% ir- 
crease for the first 11 months of the 
year, compared with a nationwide 
average gain of 1%. Mail order 
houses show corresponding gains. 
Christmas trade in most *parts of the 
state is reported to be at least as 
good as it was a year ago, November 


sales of automobiles was 34% helow. 


last year’s figure and 11-month sales 
were 16% below 1926. The volume 
of wholesalers has not been up to 
last year’s records with the excep- 
tion of agricultural implements, ayto- 
mobile supplies and furniture; but 
decreases are not great, stocks are 
well balanced and collections ar@ bet- 
ter than a year ago. Bank debits and 
post office receipts are running 
higher than in 1926; momey is plenti- 
ful and credit conditions normal in 
most parts of the state. 


Based upon estimates furnished by 
state departments, the Santa Fe Rail- 
road computes the value of the farm, 
mineral and timber wealth produced 
in California during 1927 to be ap- 
proximately $1,171,000,000. This ex- 
ceeds all records for this state and is 
second only to Texas in production 
figures for the country. The value 
of the farm crops approximates $4650,- 
000,000, about the same as in 1926. 
Livestock will add $210,000,000, 
greater than a year ago. Minerals 
account for $450,000,000, and lumber 
$61,000,000, both larger than in 1926. 

Weather and Creps—Normal tem- 
peratures, normal rainfall and ab- 
sence of killing frosts made November 
weather especially favorable to crops 
and out-of-door activities. The pre- 
cipitation was ample for the grewth 
of truck crops, to start pastures and 
to moisten the ground for plowing and 
the sowing of grain; it delayed rice 
harvesting and spoiled some of the 
bean crop which was still on the 
ground. 

The December 1 estimate of the 
California cotton crop shows pros- 
pects of a production of 94,000 bales, 
compared with 131,000 bales a year 
ago. About 63% of the crop, 60,000 
bales, has been ginned prior to De- 
cember 1. The 1927 yield averages 
352 pounds of lint per acre, which 
is the highest average since 1919, ex- 
cepting 1926. The rice crop is esti- 
mated to be over 4,000,000 bags, 75% 
larger than the average crop for the 
past five years. About 3,200,000 bags 
of the crop have now been harvested. 
Unusually large crops are also being 
cut in the Old South and Japan, and 
although California fancy rice is now 
selling for $5.00 per cwt., equal to 
the price of a year ago, the statistical 
position is not as strong as it was 
in 1926.

feet, a decrease of 15.6%, compared 
with the same period last year. Orders 
received total 1,191,072,725 feet, an 
increase of 5.6% over the same period 
a year ago. There has been no change 
im prices. 

Oll—Average daily production of 
crude eil in California during No- 
vember was estimated to be 623,543 
barrels, compared with 627,384 bar- 
rels in October and 639,104 barrels in 
November a year ago. Most recent 
figures, for the week ended December 
10, indicate present production of 
627,460 barrels; the outlook is for 
higher production within the next few 
months. Oil-in-storage on the Pacific 
Coast on November 1 totaled 140,046,- 
248 barrels, compared with 144,986,347 
barrels om the same date in 1926.

Retail Trade—November retail 
business was good, according to re- 
ports of Sam Francisco department 
steres, 7% better than in November 
last year; sales for the year to No- 
vember 3@ are 1.4% larger than to 
the same date a year ago. There are 
varied reports on the volume of this 
year's “Christmas trade.” Department 
stores, women’s clothing stores aad 
music and radio dealers report in- 
creased sales, but furniture stores, 
haberdashers and men’s clothiers say 
that their Christmas business is not 
as yet up te the record of 1926. Many 
retailers cemplain of the marked de- 
crease in cash purchases; cash buying 
im ome instance has been reduced 
from 45% of ali sales last year to 
31% this year. They point to this 
condition as one reflection of the 
widespread speculation that prevails 
in the local stock and bond market.

TO OPEN NEXT MONTH 

More than one hundred and seventy- 
five courses in twenty different depart- 
ments will be opened in January and 
mebruary for citizens of the San Fran- 
cisco Bay District by the University of 
California Extension Division, accord- 
to the 1828 bulletin, which is now ready 
for distribution. 

Classes will be offered in San Fran- 
cisco at the new Extension Center, 540 
Powell Street, which will be officially 
opened in January; at several schools, 
hotels and meeting places in Oakland; 
at Alameda High School, in Alameda, 


and on the campus of the University 
of California. 

Among the general subjects in which 
instruction will be offered one or two 
nights a week in one or all of the cities 
are: Art, artcraft, economics, education 
engineering and _ industrial courses, 
English and writing, French, European 
travel, history, household art and 
science, hygiene, Italian, journalism 
law, mathematics, philosophy, physio- 
logy, political science, public speaking 
psychology, science, and Spanish. 

Practically all of the courses are of- 
fered from 7 ao 9 in the evening, the 
bulletin states, with one or two in the 
afternoon for housewives and clubwo- 
men. Every person who has inquired 
about extension courses during the past 
year will receive a copy of the new 
schedule, although the particular 
course inquired about may not yet be 
formed. Another schedule will be pub- 
lished in March, announcing further 
courses. 

Instruction begins at the first meet- 
ing of each class, which is open to all 
who care to attend. Classes thereafter 
require a registration or visitor’s card 
Enrollment fee for each course is $1. 
Registration takes place at 540 Powell 


Street, San Francisco; 1512 Franklin 
Street, Oakland; or 301 California Hall, 
Berkeley campus.
